Boatner Plans 
V/o 
Program For Communist POWs

KOJE ISLAND. Korea UP —The 
U. S. Eighth Army p lans an exten­ 
sive work-and-p lay p rogram for 
Communist p risoners of war on 
Koje once the POWs recognize Al­ 
lied authority comp letely. 
Brig. Gen. Haydon L. Boatner, 
Koje commander, hop es to start 
the p rogram soon after he finishes 
sp litting the p resent large, unruly 
comp ounds into small units. 
The disp ersal op erations p roba­ 
bly will be comp leted within a 
week: 
Field Marshal Lord Alexander, 
Britain’s minister of defense, in­ 
sp ected the POW stockades today. 
He toured the island in a jeep 
driven by Boatner. 
Alexander was accomp anied by 
Gen. James A. Van Fleet, U. S. 
Eighth Army commander, and a 
p arty of leading military and dip ­ 
lomatic figures. 
The group drove through the ru­ 
ins of Comp ound 76 where more 
than 6,000 p risoners fought desp er­ 
ately to p revent being broken up 
into small units. Boatner told Alex­ 
ander it was “a hell of a fight.’ 
Alexander made no p ublic state­ 
ment while on Koje. 
* 
But Selwyn Lloyd, British minis­ 
ter of state for foreign affairs, 
said “obviously the situation is be­ 
ing cleared up very fast and a 
great deal of good work is being 
done.” 
Alexander's p arty returned to 
the Korean mainland.

1949 she told me she received the 
following diagnosis from the health 
dep artment: 'Accentuated mark­ 
ings in the fifth intersp ace of the 
right lung. Another examination 
is recommended in six months' 
time and sp utum cup s 
are en­ 
closed.’ 
“What is meant by this diag­ 
nosis? Is it the beginning of p ul­ 
monary consump tion’’ Is there any 
danger of others contracting the 
disease frfom dishes, cutlery, bed 
linen, etc.?” 
This statement by itself is in­ 
comp lete, but suggests that the 
friend ire question at some time in 
her life had tuberculosis. In the 
absence of cough or other symp ­ 
toms, ,it is p robable that she does 
not now have active tuberculosis, 
and that she is not a danger to 
others. 
The rep orrt, however correctly 
suggests that her health should be 
watched and that she should have 
another X-ray after a p eriod of 
time to make sure that the tuber­ 
culosis is not becoming active. 
To return to the general p rob­ 
lem, it is known that the best line 
of attack on tuberculosis is to p re­ 
vent the sp read of the germ. Con­ 
sequently, if p eop le who are ift an 
infectious stage of the disease can 
be p icked out and treated so that 
they will not carry the germ to 
others, fewer new cases of the dis-

Also. It is well known that treat­ 
ment is more effective and much 
more rap id if the disease can be 
caught in its early stages. For 
both these reasons, the community 
chest surveys are worth while and 
are help ing enormously. 
Probably Savannah, Ga.. was 
one of the first large cities to 
try this method out on a large 
scale. During the autumn of 1945. 
nearly 75.060 
residents 
of 
the 
county, 
which 
contained 
about 
150 000 p eop le, ap p eared voluntar­ 
ily for chest X-rays. It was found 
that many residents had tubercu­ 
losis of the lungs without knowing 
it, and many erf these were in the 
early stages. 
It was thus p ossible to start 
treatment early, and infected p er­ 
sons could be temp orarily sep ar­ 
ated from 
loved 
relatives 
or 
friends whom they might otherwise 
have infected. Since this time sur­ 
veys have been conducted in many 
other p laces with equally desirable 
results.

Eight Months Of Steel Dispute 
Last Nov . 15 and 1« , United Steel Workers 
started th e now-h istoric steel dispute of 1952 by 
adopting a list of 22 demands in a conv ention 
at Atlantic City. 
Th e steel dispute began instantly, because 
It was immediately ev ident th e steal union in­ 
tended to break th rough wage ceilings. It was 
eq ually ev ident th at steel prices would h av e to 
break th rough price ceilings. Th e real issue 
Was inflation v s stabilization. 
Negotiations began two weeks later. Th ey 
were deadlocked from th e outset. Representa­ 
tiv es of th e six largest steel companies made 
It plain th ey were not going to knuckle under. 
Th e union made it plain th ere would Yk no com­ 
promises. Its executiv es h ad been assured by 
th e federal gov ernment of complete support. 
Under th e circumstances, bargaining was 
out of th e q uestion. Th ere was no real bar­ 
gaining until early th is month , after gov ernment 
seizure h ad been repudiated by th e U.S. Supreme 
Court and more th an sev en month s h ad been 
wasted. 
Th e union auth orized a strik# call for Jan. 1, 
in mid-December. Federal mediation was fruit­ 
less. Th e strike was postponed by th e ruse of 
turning ov er th e dispute to th e Wage Stabiliza­ 
tion Board, loaded with members just as friend­ 
ly to th e leaders of th e th reatened strike as 
Mr. Truman. 
On April 8, Mr. Truman tried to enforce 
th e WSB recommendations by seizing steel 
properties. On April 29, immediately following 
Federal Judge Pine’s ruling th at Mr. Truman 
h ad acted unlawfully, th e union struck. 
On 
May 2. th e union called off its strike on th e 
promise implied by a 5-4 decision of th e U.S. 
Court of Appeals th at if th e gov ernment h eld th e 
properties until th e Supreme Court h ad re­ 
v iewed th e Pine decision, Mr. Truman could 
giv e workers any wage increases and benefits 
h e ch ose to giv e th epn. 
Th is ruse was knocked in th e h ead by a 
Supreme Court order forbidding th e gov ern­ 
ment to make any ch anges in wages or work­ 
ing conditions until it h ad rev iewed th e decis­ 
ion. 
On June 2, th e Supreme Court uph eld th e 
Pine decision. Th e union struck. Th is week, 
Mr. Truman asked for auth ority to seize steel 
properties again and giv e th e union ev eryth ing 
it was asking for. Th e Senate said no. 
It is going to dawn on United Steel Work­ 
ers sometime th at Samuel Gompers wasn’t 
fooling wh en h e warned lab o r leaders against 
trying to play politics with politicians a game 
th at always would be won by th e politicians.

Th e Senate, after fiv e h ours of 
argument in wh ich it beat down 
four attempts by Senators Morse of 
Oregon, May bank of South Caro­ 
lina, Monroney of Oklah oma and 
Humph rey of Minnesota to auth ­ 
orize a new gov ernment 
seizure, 
did not mention th e union sh op 
once. 
Th e Senate th en passed a reso­ 
lution by Sen. Harry Byrd of Vir­ 
ginia “req uesting” th e President 
to use th e Taft-Hartley act, but 
really ramming 
it down 
h is 
th roat and making h im like it. 
But ev en if th e House concurs 
in th is action, th ere is no assur­ 
ance th at th e Taft-Hartley Act will 
d 
any good in-th e steel case. It 
could conceiv ably make th e situa­ 
tion worse, by crystallizing union 
opposition to th e law itself, wh ich 
up to now h as been a dormant is­ 
sue. Th e only way to find out h ow 
th e law will work, h owev er, is th e 
h ard way of trying it out to see. 


gress, Sen. Estes Kefauv er, among 
oth ers, pointed up th e fact th at to 
get new legislation on th e union 
sh op issue would req uire long h ear­ 
ings and sh ould be h andled cau­ 
tiously by Congress. Th e need now 
is for speedy settlement by labor 
and management th emselv es. 
If President Truman does now 
inv oke th e Taft-Hartley law in th e 
steel case, th e prov isions applying 
would be th ese: 
1—'Th e President, th rough th e at­ 
torney general, would ask th e 
courts for an injunction to force 
th e men to go back to work and 
delay th e strike for 80 days. 
2—Th e President 
would 
th en 
name a board of inq uiry to ob­ 
serv e mediation efforts. If after 60 
days no settlement is reach ed, th e 
National Labor Relations Board 
would conduct an election of all 
steel company employes to ac­ 
cept or reject th e employers’ best 
offer of settlement 


THERE IS SOME opinion th at if 
th e Taft-Hartley act h ad been ap­ 
plied in th e steel wage case last 
December, solution of th e dispute 
would be no nearer today. 
Th e reason giv en is th at th e Taft- 
Hartley act prov ides no sure cure 
for th e union sh op issue. It says 
only th at union sh op agreements 
may be made for one year and 
must be approv ed by a majority of 
th e workmen employed in plants 
cov ered by th e contract. 
Th e situation today is th at union 
labor leaders are determined to 
get th e union sh op written into th e 
new agreements, wh ile manage­ 
ment is just as determined not to 
grant it. 
Both sides seem perfectly will­ 
ing to see th e steel industry sh ut 
down indefinitely, ev en if it wrecks 
th e defense effort and th rows toe 
entire civ ilian economy into a tail- 


THE EMPLOYERS’ best offer, 
on wh ich negotiations broke down 
June 9 , was th e eq uiv alent of a 
24-cents-an-h our increase, with all 
fringe benefits included. Th is is 
close to the Wage 
Stabilization 
Board’s recommended settlement 
of an estimated 26-cent immediate 
increase. 
But WSB recommended th e union 
sh op and toe employers’ best offer 
did not include a union sh op 
agreement. If management claims 
are correct, a majority of th eir 
employes do not care about th e 
union sh op. If union officials are 
correct in th eir appraisal of th e 
situation, rank-and-file union mem­ 
bers will not accept a contract 
with out toe union sh op prov ision. 
3—If th e employers’ best offer 
is rejected by toe employes in toe 
NLRB election, th e President would 
be req uq ired by th e Taft-Hartley 
law merely to report th e facts 
back to Congress. 
Th e odds are th at Congress won’t 
be in session in September and 
October, wh en an 80-day cooling-off 
period would expire. So th ere th e 
matter would presumably lie, un­ 
less th e unions and management 
could work out th eir 
problems 
with out gov ernment h elp. 
Wh at Congress could do about 
th e situation, ev en if it were in 
session at th e end of th e 80 days, 
nobody seems to know.

Th ere is a dream beh ind th e ferv ered brows 
of politicians wh o h av e learned h ow to div ide 
anr rule. It is a v ision of a bull moose. 
If th ey could find a bull moose th ey could 
split toe Republican party again toe way it was 
split by Teddy Roosev elt wh en h e ran out on 
William Howard Taft and toe Republican party. 
Th ey th en could take adv antage of toe split 
to elect a minority candidate and perpetuate 
toe spend-elect crowd for anoth er 20 years, pro­ 
v ided th e money h eld out. 
Hence, toe frantic giv ing out of moose calls 
from all q uarters of th e political forest. Th ey 
reach ed a crescendo wh en it became ev ident 
th at people friendly to Sen. Taft were going to 
h old down th e key positons in th e Republican 
conv ention. 
“Just like 1912,” th e ch ortled — 
and began giv ing out louder and funnier moose 
calls. 
In 1912, h owev er, th ere was a differnce. 
It consisted of Teddy Roosev elt, a disgruntled, 
bitter man capable of th rowing an election to 
satisfy h is personal piq ue. 
To start a bull moose mov ement, you first 
must h av e a bull moose. 


Win or lose, at least Sen. Taft 
h as h ad expert h elp in trying for 
toe presidency. Th e men around 
h im are a bunch of pros. 
Th ere are two Taft h eadq uarters. 
Th e one h ere, toe political h ead­ 
q uarters. is called th e “Taft Com­ 
mittee. Th e oth er, in New York, 
is named “Citizens for Taft.” Ei­ 
senh ower h as a political h eadq ur- 
ters h ere and anoth er in New York, 
called “Citizens for Eisenh ower.” 
In addition to regularly paid 
staffs, both men get office h elp 
from v olunteers. And th ere are 
v arious Taft and Eisenh ower or­ 
ganizations around .th e country. 
Taft’s cousin. Dav id S. Ingalls, 
is ch airman of th e Taft Committee 
h ere. Th e New York h eadq uarters 
is h eaded by Lt. Gen. Albert Wede- 
meyer, toe only non-pro in th is 
story. 
Like Taft, h is 
cousin 
Ingalls 
is an Oh ioan, a lawyer, and a Yale 
man. Besides time spent as a 
Nav y captain and undersecretary 
of th e Nav y , toe grayh aired, pleas­ 
ant Ingalls h as been in politics 
since toe 1920s. He h elped Taft 
in h is successful campaign for re- 
election to th e Senate in 1950. 
Th omas E. Coleman, a lean and 
sh arp-eyed industrialist from Mad­ 
ison, Wis., is one of toe key men

He steered Taft’s publicity in th at 
1950 campaign.. 
Th en th ere’s Joh n D. M. Ham­ 
ilton, wh o was ch airman of toe Re­ 
publican National Committee back 
in th e 1930s wh en Gov . Alf Landon 
got th e Republican nomination but 
lost in crash ing defeat to President 
Roosev elt. 
Two oth er top Taft lieutenants 
are congressmen: Clarence Brown, 
an Oh io publish er, and Carroll 
Reece of Tennessee, wh o h as been 
an educator as well as a politician. 
Both h av e been in politics for 
years. 
As Dewey’s failures sh owed, th e 
pros around you can’t always win 
you th e presidency. * But th ey’re 
a big h elp in getting you th e nomi­ 
nation.

For instance, toe sum total of 
th e Abilene speech and th e two

THERE IS SOMETHING radi­ 
cally wrong in th at conclusion be­ 
cause it runs counter to all th at 
h as h appened and been said prior 
to Abilene. In a word, placing th e 
entire Eisenh ower career on one 
side of th e ledger and toe Abilene 
speech and two press interv iews on 
th e oth er, a contradiction in atti­ 
tude and tone exposes itself. 
To dissolv e th at contradiction 
would inv olv e a prolonged delv ing 
into th e 
General’s 
mind 
with 
th e object of discov ering wh eth er 
h is recent experiences in Europe 
h is recent experiences in Europe 
h av e modified h is position. Th at 
process would bear no fruit in th e 
irritations of a mob interv iew. 
I am minded of an address th at 
President Truman made to h igh 
sch ool students, and one of th em, 
Roberta Lev itt, wh o is th e editor 


of a sch ool newspaper, wrote a 
piece about it, Roberta is 17 and 
sh e was v ery deeply impressed, 
perh aps because Trumar h ad once 
been a h igh sch ool editor h imself. 
Roberta Lev itt wrote: 
“He said h is main objectiv e in 
speaking to us was to try and 
sh ow us 
th e 
righ t journalistic 
path s to follow. 
An interesting 
point was th e statement th at so 
many of today’s editorials are 
based on propaganda. Truth is toe 
essential factor of a good editor­ 
ial.” 
Truth , of course, is th e goal of all 
th inking and writing; th e difficulty 
is to find toe truth .

It migh t be of th e q uality of 
St. Paul’s epistles or it migh t be 
of th e q uality of some press agent 
wh o wants to conv ince h is fellow- 
men th at h is client is one of th e 
elite. 
Judge Not 


Or propaganda migh t be of th e 
q uality of a press conference at 
wh ich a candidate exh ibits him­ 
self with toe object of putting ov er 
a personality, an idea o r a mo v e­ 
ment. Mr. Truman often uses the 
press conference to swat Congress, 
th at being h is greatest deligh t. He 
does it clev erly, alth ough h e h ops 
ov er facts with rare agility* 
Senator Taft is blunt, talks fast, 
and often sounds like a statistical 
digest. He says wh at h e means, 
wh ich often, in th is lift, inv olv es 
a penalty. He cannot be misq uoted 
because h is replies are sh arp and 
unrh etorical. 


THE EISENHOWER telev ision 
sh ows gav e me a ch ance to see 
h ow h e does it and I must say th at 
it is not sh arp enough . Th e facts 
do not stand clear. For instance, 
I would h av e liked to h av e asked 
General Eisenh ower wh y h e tried 
to suppress th e news of th e armis­ 
tice in World War II. But just 
asking th e one q uestion would no t 
h av e brough t th e full answer. The 
point would h av e to be argued if 
toe truth were to be made fully 
av ailable. 
Had any one reporter taken 
the 
time to do th at, th e telev ision sho w­ 
men would h av e murdered him. 
Th erefore, if telev ision is to be 
added to th e press conference, to e 
press conference will die. 
In its 
place will come someth ing theatri­ 
cal and reporters will hav e to go 
back to th e h onest business o f 
digging.

CLEVELAND » — Somebody 
must have switched scripts for the 
doubleheader performances of the 
New York Yankees and the Cleve­ 
land Indians this season. 
The Yanks, supposed to be weak 
in twin Mils, haven’t dropped both 
ends of a doubleheader this year. 
The Indians, rated an advantage 
in two-game jousts because of 
hurling talent, dropped their third 
doubleheader in a row Sunday 
when the Yanks beat them here 
8-2 and 4-3.

The 
other Tribe run was Jim Frid­ 
ley’s homer with two out in the 
ninth. 
Between the Cleveland scoring 
the Yanks pummeled Bob Lemon 
for 10 hits and seven runs and gdt 
another marker off Lou Brissie.

The second game was a hurl­ 
ing duel between southpaw Bob 
Kuzava and the Indians’ Steve Gro- 
mek* Each yielded wily two singles 
for the first five Innings, but the 
Tribe tallied in the fourth on two 
walks and Larry Doby’s single.

Playing Poorest, Says Burke

After a golfer has acquired the 
proper grip and developed a sound 
swing, the rest is pretty much up 
to him. 
He must practice and play a lot. 
The rest will come naturally. 
Ability, strength and mentality be­ 
ing equal, the player who prac­ 
tices most will be best.
